Out of irriga 
tion empires grow. Irrigation 
created the ancient civilizations 
of Egypt, along the Nile. Irri- 
gation is making room and realm 
for millions of Americans in the 
semi-arid regions of the great 
West and the Southwest, The 
presenj vast irrigation movement 
is but a few years old, having 
been made possible and practi- 
cable by the reclamation act 
passed by congress, which pro 
vides that the money received 
from the sale of public lauds 
shall be used in reclaiming, 
through irrigation, the great 
reas heretofore considered 
orthless for farming purposes. 
Already there is a fund of 
approximately $88,000,000 lor 
this purpose, and the govern- 
t is working on a score of 
immense projects. Millions of 
acres will be made fertile 
a tew years by by the introduc 
tion of water where there ii 
practically no rainfall. This 
work will add to the wealth of 
the nation untold sums annually. 

Since the passage of the land 
reclamation act, the cities of 
some of the south"in and middle 
western states have started a 
movement for the reclamation of 
swamp lands, and they 
that a portion of the public 
money should lie used tor this 
purpose. To much water is just 
as bad as uone at all and by the 
diggiug of drainage canals and 
feeders it is feasible to run off 
the surplus water and »urn the 
swamps into splendid farms. It 
is probable that the swamps into 
into splendid far>>'s. It has been 
done on a considerable scale al- 
ready in southeast Missouri and 
in other sections. It is probabli 
tli it the swamp land reclama 
tion advocates will have their 
say at ihe Jamestown Exposition 
when the National Irrigation 
Couvenes. lu this event the 
congress will have the most in- 
teresting session ever held.

Washington, Aug. '21.— While 
John Wesley Gaines, who reached 
this city week, shows no abate- 
ment in his campaign against 
the tobacco trust, and, 10 fact, 
finds good results already at- 
tained here, another menace has 
appeared which, if reports are 
true, may affect the tobacco of 
Kentucky and Tennessee. No, 
no trust has appeared, it is true, 
but the assertion is made that 
interests in England are en- 
deavoring to turn Ireland into a 
tobacco-growing country in order 
to free her from dependence on 
the American product in the 
matter of "smokes." But even 
if it be' true that five years' 
further experiments will con- 
vince everyone of the feasibility 
of the plan or of the truth of J;he 
statement that the leaf can be 
grow n in Ireland at a profit of 
from WOO to $500 per acre, there 
is little likelihood of any real 
activity which could be felt by 
the American product, since it is 
from another kind of dependence 
that the Emerald Isle would free 
herself, while she continues to 
smoke this country's product. 

Although it is not known at 
what dim and distant period the 
now famous Keep investigating 
mittee will have ready its 
report concerning the situation 
of government employes, the re- 
port of the sub committee is 
about ready. Since it undoubt, 
edly forecasts the general trend 
of the final report, it has been 
eagerly awaited by government, 
clerks in the hope that it would 
mean a more satisfactory basis 
)f employment — a hope which is 
j n j likely to be rudely jarred.

The chief conclusions de- 
ducible from the report, from 
what is known at present, indi- 
cate that he who reads between 
the lines will admit that while 
the government is all right as a 
government, it makes a big mis- 
take when it steps outside this 
necessary sphere and attempts 
to go into business, be it federal 
or municipal. Graft and politics 
these would seem to be 1 

i which, entering into the 
field as soon as city or federal 
government attempts to run for 
1 i/en- a business which pri- 
industry has run before, 
often bring about failure and 
dissatisfaction. Of course, there 
is nothing particularly uew in 
this, but the report will bring 
out strongly the corroborative if 
well-known fact, from the figures 
collected that both Uncle Sam 
and municipalities pay for 
smaller and unimportant jobs 
salaries no private corporation 
could afford to give, while for 
important service and valuable 
men the pay is only a fraction of 
what a private business would 
offer. The whole thing is on an 
unhealthy and artificial basis, as 
will be shown, which needs 
remedying, and it is the purpose 
of the committee to make strong 
recommendations to Congress, 
since the evils of driving away 
good men by underpaying them, 
and saddling the business with 
overpaid sinecures, are apparent,

These companies accom- 
panied by Sherih" Shaver and the 
convicted prisoner left Green- 
ville Monday evening. Alexan- 
der was conveyed to the Hop- 
kinsville jail for safe keeping 
where he will remain until a few 
davs before the execution. This 
will be the first legal execution 
in that county since the war. 
The prompt trial and verdict 
Beemed to satisfy the populace 
and hundreds of people who at- 
tended the trial from all the 
county returned quietly to their 
homes after the announcement 
of the verdict,

New York, Aug. 18.— R. O. Dun * 
Co.'s weekly review of trade says:

A new type of switch has h 
devised which puts its control 
in the hands of the eugineer.

Interesting Group of Trees at JCed- 
field, Mass., Under Which In- 
dians Feasted in 1676. 

Boston — On February 21, 1676, 230 
years ago, the town of Medfleld was 
burned by the Indians. The town at 
that time was a small frontier settle- 
ment having been set off from Dedhara 
26 years previous. 

King Philip and his dusky warriors 
ad been waging war for several 
months against the English settlers of 
eastern Massachusetts, and had al- 
ready attacked them at Swanzey and 
other towns of Plymouth colony. July 
14, 1676, four or Ave settlers were 
killed In Mendon. 

The rest of the inhabitants fled to 
Medfleld which then became the outer- 
most settlement In the Massachusetts

He It a Vlneyarder by birth, and 
first saw the light of day In Chllmark, 
March 16, ID* 

At the age of 16 he went to sea in the 
old ship Java, out of New Bedford, and 
in lew than nine months the vessel 
was back In port with 2,000 barrels of 
oil. 

His promotion was rapid, and when 
In 1839, just after his twenty-third 
birthday, he was given command of 
the ship Heroine of Falrhaven. he 
started In on a record which. stamps 
him aa one of the most successful com- 
manders of the oU school. >" 

He Is the oldest master mariner In 
New Bedford, and with the death of 
Capt. Charles Qrant. of Nantucket, 
which occurred March 18. he Is the old- 
eat whaling mastei In the world, and 
boastH of the longest term of service of 
any man who ever trod the deck of a 
whRleshlp. 

Other successful voyages were In the 
Eliza Adams and the Jame* Allen. 

While master or the James Allen In 
1848. cruising In the Arctic ocean, he

While cruising In the Kamchatka Rea 
the following year, he was overhauled 
hi the confederate cruiser Shenandoah, 
tie ship and her cargo burned, while 
Mh and his crew were held as prison- 
ers on the cruiser. His ship was de- 
stroyed on June 21. some time after 
the civil war h:»l ended. 

Ho was brotighi down to San Fran- 
cisco with Other whalemen who had 
suffered similar loss, and, returning 
home, was given comtuaud of the ship 
Janus December 6 of the same year. 

This was his last voyage, and leav- 
ing the Janus at Honolulu he returned 
east and took up his resilience on the 
Vineyard. At one time he was ex- 
tensively engaged In real i ; 

years during his residence on the Is- 
land he was sheriff of Dukes county. 
' Capt. Smith was never shipwrecked, 
but he has had his share of losso3. 

He has sailed around the world three 
times, around Cape Horn U times, 
around Cape of Good Hope seven times, 
whaled it In four of the Ave oceans on 
the globe, and during his long service 
as a sailor haa helped In the capture of 
29>000 barrels of oil, to say nothing of 
the whalebone taken when cruising In 
northern waters. 

As a disciplinarian he had fow 
equals in the service, one Illustration 
of which he proudly boasts of to-day. 
While In comi^nnd of the Gov. Mor- 
ton, from New York for San Francisco, 
he encountered a heavy gale off Cape 
Horn, so disabling the Morton that he

Okmulgee, Ind. T.— In the event 
that Okmulgee becomes a county seat 
under statehood the citizens of the 
county are more than likely to buy 
the old Creek ccuncil house for a court 
building. 

The council house is one of the his- 
toric buildings In the Indian terri- 
tory. It is made of a very fine grade 
of sandstone called cotton rock and 
la situated in a yard shaded by ma- 
ple trees three-quarters of a century 
The building Itself is two stor- 
ies high, square In form, with the 
conventional bell tower on Its top. A 
email marble tablet near the north 
front door bears the Inscription: 
"Muskogee National Capitol. Erected 
A. D. 1878. Building Committee- 
James McHenry, W. F. Brown and 
John Mcintosh.'' 

The council house was not only the 
■eat of the Creek legislature, but It 
served the Indians as a hall of jus- 
tice for the trial of their prisoners. 
Beneath the cluster or trees on the 
shady side of the walk many a pris- 
oner has been executed within the 
past 28 years. These executions were 
always solemn affairs. The prisoner, 
arter a dignified farewell to his ram- 
ily and Mend", took his stand with 
back to the tree and calmly 
■waited the shot from the lighthorse- 
man's pistol which was to put out his 
life. 

Sometimes, however, the executions 
took place In th<> small cemetery on 
the hill beyond the present Frisco 
tracks. The last Creek execution oc- 
curred there In July, 1898. The vic- 
tim was a young Ultche who had com 
mitted his third horsethert. There 
was a large crowd In Okmulgee thgt 
day. The young Indian was taken 
to the cemetery on horseback. When 
the prisoner with his escort arrived 
the men had just finished digging the 
grave.

young Ultche's eyes were sweeping 
the lovely Creek hills and uplands. 
He fell with a smile on his face. Hla 
grave is well I.cpt In the cemetery, a 
monument to the stern laws and in- 
corruptible Justice of his people. 

The legal authority of the Creek 
Indians expired In 1898, and on March 
7. 1907, the Indian governors will step 
down and out and the Indians will be- 
come actual citizens of the United 
States Instead of remaining wards of 
the government. The last of the In- 
dian governors are William C. Rogers, 
of Sklatook, chle' of the Cherokees; 
J F. Brown, of Wewoka, chler ot tho 
Semlnoles; D. B. Johnston, or Tish- 
omingo, chler or the Choctaws; Green 
B. McCurtain, or South McAlester, 
chler or the Chlckasaws, and Pleasant 
Porter, or Muskcsce, chler of the 
Creeks. 

Gov. Porter, all In all, is the best 
known and perhaps the most, extraor- 
dinary Indian now alive. Few men 
have received so much newspaper no- 
tice as Gov. Porter, for he has been 
the subject or many rabies. He has 
been written about as an Indian mil- 
lionaire, when the fact Is that, though 
comfortably fixed, ho ranks lowest of 
the Indian governors In' point of 
wealth. He 'i-ould have been a 
wealthy man IT he had been less hon- 
est and less charitable. He has given 
away a large fortune in tho course 
*f his liretime. Gov. Porter was born 
In Indian territory near Clarksvllle, 
September 2G, 1840. He entered the 
confederate army as a private and 
left the service a* «, second lleuten 
ant, arter an honorable career In many 
battles rrom Wilson Creek until the 
last shot was fired In Texas. 

Gov. Porter Is proroundly versed In 
Indian history and lore and will write 
a history of his people. He believes 
that the southern Indians are of Aztec 
and Toltec origin and was even In 
advance of ethnologists In 
ing his views.

The Bryan Resolution. 

The Bryan resolution came last, 
and was worded as follows: 

"For president of the United States 
in 1908 the democrats of Illinois, first 
and last, have but one choice, and 
that man is William Jenn(ngs Bryan. 
In this period of official hypocrisy, po- 
litical corruption and cowardly surren- 
der of principle to expediency wher- 
ever republicans hold sway, William 
Jennings Bryan towers above 
Americans as fittest to lead in the 
fight to rescue our government from 
the hands of special interests and re- 
store it to all the people.
